FOR A SUMMER HEDGE. 


There are some situations where a low hedge or screen is very useful and orna- 
mental. We don’t know of anything that will make a prettier hedge, supported by 
neat brush, than the Sweet Pea. The Amaranthus makes a fine ornamental hedge; 
the foliage is dark, rich, and some varieties two or three colored. Delphinium car- 
diopetalum always pleased us for this purpose—about eighteen inches or two feet 
in height. The Double Zinnia makes a very good background or hedge. Almost 
any tall-growing plant may be used for this purpose.

ORNAMENTAL-LEAVED PLANTS. 


Plants with ornamental leaves are becoming popular in all parts of the world. 
They produce a very fine effect when grown in a group of half a dozen or more 
together. For usefulness in this respect, we know of nothing better than the Cannas, 
Ricinus, Amaranthus, Perilla Nankinensis and the Striped-leaved Japanese Corn. 
The seed of all these but the Cannas may be sown in the open ground, and will 
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produce a splendid effect the first season; or they may be trasplanted from the hot- 
bed. The Canna does best in heat; but we can furnish strong roots. The Ricinus 
is the tallest of those named—from four to ten feet high—and should occupy the 


center of the group.

CLASSIFICATION OF FLOWERS. 


PERENNIALS are plants which die down to the ground every Autumn, but the 
roots live and send up new branches in the Spring. 

BIENNIALS flower the second season*and often the third, and then die, unless 
the root is divided. 

ANNUALS flower the first season and die in the Fall. With a little care the 
garden may be amass of bloom from June until frost. 

Tender or Summer bulbs, like the Gladiolus, Tuberose and Tiger Flower, 
should be set in the Spring ; hardy bulbs in the Fall.

The Pansy, or Heartsease, is a general favorite and old acquaintance with 
every one who has any thing to do with a flower-garden. It begins to open its 
modest but lively flowers as soon as the snow clears off in the spring, and con- 
tinues to enliven the garden till snow comes again. The flowers are in the 
greatest perf ction in May and June; the burning sun of summer is unfavorable 
for their greatest beauty, but in autumn they are fine again. The Pansy is 
properly a biennial, but can be perpetuated by cuttings or division of the roots. 
Seeds sown in August, in the open borders, will come up readily in a few weeks. 
The seeds should be slightly covered with fine soil, if covered at all, as half the 
seeds sown rot in the ground from being covered too deep. As soon as they 
expand the second set of leaves, they should be planted out into beds ; if planted 
in the spring, they should not be allowed to flower until late in the fall; the 
buds should be picked off during the summer, which will make the plants bushy 
and compact. They require to be covered during the winter with evergreen 
boughs or a cold frame. The following seeds were selected by some of the most 
celebrated European florists from prize collections, and we can recommend them 
as first-class in every respect.

The onion requires a loamy, mellow and very rich soil; and, unlike most 
kinds of garden or field vegetables, succeeds well when cultivated on the same 
land for successive years. Previous to sowing, the ground should be thoroughly 
spaded over or deeply plowed, and the surface made smooth and even. ‘The 
seed should be sown as early in the spring as the soil may be in good working 
condition, in drills fifteen inches apartand half an inch deep. When the plants 
are three or four inches high, thin them to two inches apart; and in the process 
of culture, be careful not to stir the soil too deeply, or collect it about the grow- 
ing bulbs. Four pounds of seed are sufficient for an acre.
